minimum return against Blacktown in Sydney. 


It was a wet weekend and 
the Blacktown-Heidelberg 
game was one of the few pro- 
fessional games played in the 
capital. 

I travelled one hour and 20 
minutes by car to get to the 
game. 

I will not say I wasted my 
time. Watching any soccer 
game is education to a soccer 
coach. 

But entertained I was not. 

Neither were the other 2,800 
hardy souls who found them- 
selves watching a game of 
anti-soccer. 

Heidelberg was a team of 
sleepwalkers. 

The pace of its game was 
several paces slower than the 
pedestrian style South Mel- 
bourne Hellas showed at the 
same Gabbie ground some two 
months ago. 

It played the ball backward 
as much as it did forward, 
indeed goalkeeper Jeff Olver 
continually was in the action 
taking Heidelberg back pass- 
es, whereas the Blacktown 


goalkeeper Bruce James re- 
ceived one shot all day and 
that went past him. 

With Blacktown uSing the of- 
fside tactic in defence, some- 
thing which completely defeat- 
ed the imagination and skill of 
the Heidelberg players, the 
game was a series of stops and 
starts which made the chill of 
the wet day even chillier. 

There was another contrib- 
uting factor nullifying the skill 
and pace of the game. This 
was the man-to-man marking 
used by Blacktown. 

Heidelberg was using a 4-4-2 
playing formation, with Joe 
McGrory and Gary Cole up 
front. 

Rasic employed his usual 
3-4-3 man-to-man tactic which 
the Heidelberg camp must 
have been aware of as well as 
the offside strategy now em- 
ployed by Blacktown. 

Yet, after the first 15 min- 
utes, during which time Hei- 
delberg scored an excellent 
goal; a deft flick by Cole, an 
incisive through ball by Camp- 
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bell and a clinical finish by 
Rooney, the Heidelberg team 
failed to muster the to 
throw-off the shackles of the 
man-to-man marking system. 

Neither, apparently, did it 
have any plan to beat the of- 
fside trap and instead of play- 
ing balls behind the square 
defence, played balls to the 
feet of the slow moving striker 
McGrory and the impressively 
athletic Cole who, however, 
not only appears to have lost 
the knack of shooting, but ap- 
parently does not now know 
how to run. 

Full backs Tansey and occa- 
sionally McMillan made some 
attempt to penetrate the of- 
fside trap, but the lack of ef- 
fort, aggression and imagina- 
tion in the Heidelberg team 
became more apparent each 
minute that passed. 

Blacktown, not particularly 
big in player power in its four 
man midfield, gradually asser- 
ted complete command over 
Selemidis, Campbell, Yankos 
and Rooney who appeared 
unable or unwilling (with the 
occasional exception of Se- 
lemidis) to compete for the 
ball. 

Rooney is wasted playing 
wide in the four man midfield. 
He does not now have the run- 
ning in him to do the job there, 
but he still has the skill and 
other qualities to doininate 
thi from the centre of this 
midfield. 

The problems Rooney has as 
a player coach were high- 
lighted in this game.

have seen the arial problem 
facing his team and acted ac- 
cordingly. 

However, it is the lack of 
effort of top players in Aust- 
ralia that bothers me the most 
at the moment, even more 
than the skill factor,-which is a 
big enough concern. 

Someone in the Blacktown 
crowd during the game re-

I therefore cal! for Sir Arthur’s immediate res- 
ignation and, of course, I’m not the only one. 

Sir Arthur has business expertise second to 
none but I do not believe he has come to grips real- 
istically with the problems that are peculiar to 
Australian soccer. 

We still do not have an acceptable and workable 
relationship between junior and senior soccer, be- 
tween the State and national interests, between 
amateurs and professionals. 

We do not have a situation where the people at 
grass roots level — the little people who raise the 
money to keep the little clubs going — feel in- 
volved and a part of Australian soccer as a whole. 

We must ask why, in 11 years, Sir Arthur has 
failed to inspire such feelings among the rank and 
file of the sport. 

We must praise him for the money he has 
brought into soccer but I believe the money has 
not been placed into the right areas. Our ex- 
pensive administrative set-up is not orientated 
towards meeting the rea] needs. We are paying 
the wreng people to do the wrong jobs.

with mumbo-jumbo far removed from the reality 
of the sport. 

What I'd like to see is the appointment of some 
high-powered management consultants to rethink 
our entire administrative set-up. The ASF should 
immediately put aside $50,000 or even $100,000 for 
a company of such consultants to do a paper on 
what our priorities and objectives should be and 
about how the various facets of the sport should be 
Structured in relation to each other. 


The objective of it all must be to make people 
feel they belong to something meaningful, instead 
of to a collection of cliques, vested interests and 
facade arrangements. 


In addition, there should be an advisory body 
comprising former players, coaches, perhaps 
even top-flight administrators, with fresh ideas 
and common sense, who can make recommend- 
ations about the game, particularly in areas that 
require technical expertise. 

And, as I have written before in this newspaper, 
we must all realise that we are in Australia, not in 
Liverpool, Hamburg or Athens. 

We have to play an Australian brand of soccer 
— not inferior or superior to the overseas vari- 
eties, but with a nature all its own. 

There is no need to copy, or to imitate. England 
thought she was the best in the world and every- 
one emulated her soccer until Hungary came 
along and scored a whopping victory at Wembley. 

South American soccer was laughed at for a 
long time, yet now it leads the world. Times 
change, attitudes change, but the stronger soccer 
nations retain a sense of identity. Australia hasn't 
even found one yet. 

For a start, no-one should be able to play for

Real Madrid provided all the en- 
tertainment but because of one mis- 
take by Garcia Cortes, it was Liver- 
pool that won the Cup. 

This was Liverpool’s third triumph, the 
previous ones being in 1978 against Bruges 
1-0 and in 1976 against St. Etienne 1-9. It 
was the 10th trophy in seven years for 60- 
year-old manager Bob Paisley, so let’s by 
all means acknowledge his success and 
that of his men. 

But can anyone honestly extol the 
virtues of Liverpool’s utilitarianism when 
one sees Juanito and Camacho and 
Navajas on the same pitch? 


Liverpool was a band of factory workers 
clocking on, doing the job, clocking off. 

The Spaniards had the verve, the vir- 
tuosity, the passion and although this 
sparkle failed to snare the Cup, it did reas- 
sure us that not al! clubs have lost sight of 
what football is all about: entertainment. 

Virtuosos provide such entertainment 
and Real has based its success and popu- 
larity on a dynasty of such players, the 
latest descendants being the three I have

mentioned — Camacho, Najavas and fore- 
most, Juanito — plus Uli Stielike, Santil- 
lana and of course Laurie Cunningham 
who is living proof that there are such 
players in England, too. 

And in Tottenham Hotspur, England has 
an entire team with that touch of ole dis- 
played by Real Liverpool is said to have it 
too, but they certainly did not show it. 

Paisley of course will argue that his 
men did everything right; that, in the 
cliches of football, they got behind the ball 
in numbers, they pressurised well, they let 
the Spaniards come only so far and made 
them play it square and, indeed, limited 
the Spaniards’ scoring chances to an abso- 
lute minimum. 

But when one goes to the theatre one 
prefers passion and fire to a flat mono- 
tone. 

And, from a personal point of view, the 
sight of Juanito, Angel, Camacho, 
Cunningham and Santillana weaving their 
intricate patterns was preferable to 
watching the Liverpool midfield shift to 
and fro like some anonymous sand dune in 
the barren Sahara. 

Phil Neal, the right back, was the only 
personality to emerge from this Liverpoo] 
team. The rest were faceless men. 

Hell, who wouldn’t rather tango in a 
Latin hot spot than fox-trot stiff-limbed in 
a wintery municipal hall? 

Looking back at a few highlights, I re- 
member the tremendous skill of Juanito in 
bending himself around three defenders 
before lobbing a long ball which Camacho, 
facing the goal, cushioned on his chest 
before shooting wide. 

And there were two early headers by 





Santillana — one from a Jong forward ball 
from Angel and the other from a 
Cunningham long throw, flicked on by 
Juanito’s head. 

And just before half time, at the other 
end of the ground, Souness momentarily 
escaped Camacho's clutches to test goal- 
keeper Augustin who couldn't hold it the 
first time, but scrambled desperately to 
recover. 

Two minutes after the interval, Santilla- 
na, running square across the edge of the 
box, stepped on the ball to stop it so Jua- 
nito could have a shot but it swerved over 
the bar. 

Then Camacho dashed clear on a job 
from Navajas, while Liverpool’s defence 
stood square claiming offside. The referee 
disagreed, however. Ray Clemence had to 
come out of his goal, Camacho lined up the 
chip but it went over the bar. 

With Real pushing up en masse, Sabido 
committed the upardonable sin of missing 
with a tackle on the half line, allowing 
Johnson to break away down the left. A 
linesman’s flag went up, but the referee 
allowed Johnson to keep going, right into 
the penalty area where Navajas had cut 
across from the right and managed to get 
a foot at the bal] as Johnson shot. 

Similarly, Neale stuck his foot in the 
way as Santillana was about to shoot Real 
into the lead after Cunningham had touch- 
ed on a Del Bosque cross. 

Real could be just as ruthless as it was 
skilful, as Sabido demonstrated by flatte- 
ning Johnson who had just skipped passed 
him at the edge of the area. 

Liverpool scored its goal with only nine 
minutes to go. Alan Kennedy took the ball 
from a long throw-in, Cortes missed with 
his tackle and Kennedy goaled from close 
range but on an acute angle as Augustin 
tried unsuccessfully to smother.
